Managers Offer to Leave Question of 


$100,000,000 Wags Demands to an Im- 
partial Federal Tribunal to Prevent 
Disaster of a Nation-wide Strike. 


New York.—What is probably the 


most elaborate study of wages ever 
made In any industry has just been 
completed by the National Conference 
Committee of the railways. 


For six months railway accountants 


throughout the country have been en- 
gaged in collecting the payroll records 
to show the actual wage payments to 
every individual employe among the 
300,000 engineers, conductors, firemen 
and brakemen now voting on a na- 
tional strike for a new wage scale. 


That these employes are one ol the 


highest paid groups of workers in any 
Industry is disclosed by the summary 
made public today by the railroad 
managers. 


The average yearly wage payments 


to all Eastern train employes (includ- 
ing those who worked only part of the 
year), as shown by the 1915 payrolls. 
were:

An Appeal to the Public.

A complete change in the color 


scheme of signal indications will be 
made on the entire Pennsylvania 
railroad system both east and west 
of Pittsburgh as soon as the neces- 
sary materials can be obtained. Or- 
ders for the required material are 
now being placed. 


White lights are to be eliminated 


altogether as a signal indication. 
Green will replace white for "clear" 
or "proceed," \yhile a bright, distinc- 
tive yellow, visible at great distances, 
will be used for "caution." Red will 
continue to mean "stop." The elimi- 
nation of white from the signal col- 
or scheme has been rendered desir- 
able by the increasing use of white 
lights of various kinds in buildings, 
drivexvays, roads and streets close 
or adjacent to the railroad's right- 
of-way. 


The Penns}rlvania railroad system 


however, was unwilling to proceed 
with the change until a yellow glass 
could be obtained for the "caution" 
signals which would give a bright 
light at 
long distances and still 


would not be liable* to be mistaken 
for white, and so confused with other 
lights along the line of the railroad. 
Progress in the art of coloring glass, 
after years of experiments, has re- 
sulted in the production of such 
glass. Adoption of the new signal 
system will mean the changing of 
hundreds of thousands of colored 
glasses and lenses. This will require 
considerable time for completion, es- 
pecially as slow deliveries are to be 
expected owing to industrial condi- 
tions resulting from the European 
war. Not only will alterations have 
to be made in all of the semaphore 
signals, but the 
follo%ving devices 


will also be affected: Marker lights 
on the rear of passenger and freight 
trains; 
switch lamps and target; 


markers 
for 
track 
tank: 
"slow" 


signs; "resume speed" signs; hand 
lamps at interlocking and block sig- 
nal stations: and lights displayed to 
the public at crossing gates. Lights 
for the latter purpose will be red 
instead of green, at at present. 


The proposed signal system has 


been tried out on the extreme east- 
ern end of the New York division 
and has been found to work satis- 
factory. It is also being adopted in 
portions of the country off the Penn- 
sylvania railroad lines, so that de- 
sirable uniformlt3r will be obtained. 
No change is to be made on those 
short portions of the Pennsylvania 
railroad lines which are protected 
by "position _ light" signals, in which 
the various indications are given by 
rows 
of 
electric lights 
showing 


against a black background in the 
various positions of the semaphore 
arias. 


TRAINMEN'S HIGH WAGES.

Hot Weather Rules for the Horse. 
The following- rules have been pre- 


pared by the Boston Work-Horse 
Relief Association: 


1. Load lightly, and drive slowly. 
2. Stop in the shade if possible. 
3. Water your horse as often as 


possible. So long as 
a horse is 


working1, water in small quantities 
will not hurt him. 
But let him drink 


only a few swallows If he is going to 
stand still. Do not fail to water him 
at night after he has eaten his hay. 


4. When he comes in after work 


sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, his eyes, his nose and mouth, 
and the dock. Wash his feet, but 
not his legs. 


5. If the thermometer is 75 de- 


grees or higher, wipe him all over 
with a damp sponge, using vinegar 
water if possible. Do not wash the 
horse at night. 


6. Saturday night give a bran 


mash, lukewarm and add a table- 
spoonful of saltpeter. 


7. Do not use a horse-hat, unless 


it is a canopy top hat. The ordinary 
bell-shaped hat does more harm, than 
good. 


8. A sponge on top of the head, or 


even a cloth, is good if kept wet. If 
dry it is worse than iiothing. 


9. If the horse is overcome bo- 


bcat, get him into the shade, remve 
harness and bridle, wash out his 
mouth, sponge him all over, shower 
his legs_. and give him two ounces of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia, or two 
ounces of sweet spirits of nitre, in a 
pint of water: or give him a pint of 
coffee warm. Cool his head at once, 
using cold water, or. if necessary, 
chopped ice. wrapped in a cloth. 


10. If the horse is off his feed, try 


him. with two quarts of oats mixed 
with bran, and a little water: and 
add a little salt or sugar. 
Or give 


him oatmeal gruel or barley water to 
drink. 


11. Watch your horse. If he stops 


sweating suddenly, or if he brcath.es 
short and quick, or if his ears drop, 
or if he stands with his legs braced 
sideways, he is in danger of a heat 
or sun stroke and needs attention at 
once. 


12. If it is so hot that the horse 


sweats in the stable at night, tie him 
outside, with bedding under 
him. 


Unless he cools oft during the night 
he cannot well stand the next day's 
heat. 


NEW RURAL CREDIT SYSTEM 


12 FEDERAL BANKS FOR 
THE 


FARMERS. 


How Loan* Can be Obtained 


\vt What Farming 


Purposes. 


and 


In the passage of the new farm 


loan act by congress Democracy has 
made good 
credits. 


on promises for rural 


The act provides for the creation 


of twelve federal land banks and per- 
mits the establishment of any num- 
ber of joint-stock land banks for the 
purpose of making loans at a reason- 
able rate of interest, for long periods 
of time, on farm lands. 


A federal farm loan board has com- 


plete control over these banks. 


Twelve federal land banks are pro- 


vided, one in each of 12 districts into 
which the country will be divided- 
These banks are empowered to lend 
on first mortgages on farm lands in 
amounts of Sioo to $10,000 for ap- 
proved purposes. The loans are to 
be made through farm loan associa- 
tions and agents. No loan may be 
made for more than 50 per cent, of 
the value .of the land mortgaged and 
20 per cent, of the value of the per- 
manent insured improvements upon 
it. 


National farm loan association — 


local organizations composed exclu- 
sively of borrowers — are authorized. 
These associations must be stock- 
holders in the land banks_ in propor- 
tion to the amount their members 
wish to borrow. Eventually all stock 
in the federal land banks -will be 
owned exclusively by these associa- 
tions. 


A reasonable interest rate is es- 


tablished. The act prohibits the fed- 
eral land banks from charging more 
than six per cent, on any mortgage, 
or requiring fees not approved by 
the farm loan board. 


Long term loans are provided by 


authorizing mortgages for periods of 
from five up to 40 years. 


Small annual or semi-annual pay- 


ments on the principal are made a 
required feature of all mortgages. 


Joint-stock land banks are author- 


ized. They are corporations for car- 
rying on the business of lending on 
farm mortgage security and issuing 
farm loan bonds. They are to be un- 
der the supervision of the farm loan 
board, but the government will not 
invest in them. Subject to geogra- 
phical limitations and subject to the 
50 per cent, and 20 per cent, limita- 
tion. these banks can lend to an in- 
dividual any amount they -wish, and 
for 
any purpose. They can 
not 


charge an interest rate exceeding six 
per cent, and such rate must not ex- 
ceed by more than one per cent, the 
interest they nave paid on their last 
issue or bonds. Their 
mortgages, 


however, must provide for amortiza- 
tion pa3'ments. These banks are pro- 


attended school for the past year or 
two on the all-year school plan speak 
enthusiastically of it. 
The Bureau 


investigator asked the pupils in the 
seventh_ and eighth grades to write 
compositions telling why they at- 
tended school during the summer. 
Nearly all the pupils stated that the 
school room was much cooler than 
the streets and their rooms at home; 
that they were glad to have some- 
thing to do besides running in the 
streets, and that they hoped to gain 
a grade or two by the time they were 
old enough for their work certifi- 
cates. Parents who were interviewed 
favored the plan because their chil- 
dren were able to get more schooling 
than otherwise. 


The attempt was made to find out 


how much time the children actually 
saved through the all-year schools. 
Of 271 pupils in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades, 25 made no gain, 
67 showed a gain of one-third of a 
year, 59 a gain of two-thirds of a 
year, 67 of one year, and 53 a gain, 
of one and one-half years. 


It was found that the pupils in the 


all-year schools not only made more 
rapid progress through the grades, 
but maintained as good scholarship 
as the pupils in other schools. Many 
of the pupils were able to enter high 
school as a result of the time gained 
in the all-year school, and these pu- 
pils have ha_d no difficulty in keeping 
up with their work. 


New Bank Check Collecting System, 


The Federal Reserve Banks have 


adopted a new country-wide system 
of collecting bank checks, which it is 
believed 
will 
facilitate 
business 


greatly. It is explained as follows r 


The use of checks instead of cur- 


rency for the payment of debts is a 
custom that now prevails almost uni- 
versally 
throughout 
the 
United 


States. For this reason the question 
of effecting the prompt and economi- 
cal collection of checks, especially 
those payable at a distance, has been 
for years past a problem of ever-in- 
creasing difficulty, the complexity of 
which has been growing with the de- 
velopment of the country's business. 
The banks themselves have usually 
made arrangements with each other 
for these collections, which in many 
cases have not been entirely satis- 
factory. The routes chosen have of- 
ten been roundabout, thus neces'si- 
tating a waste of time in collecting- 
tile items, and some abuses have 
grown up in connection therewith so 
that these arrangements have never 
produced 
a simple, comprehensive 


and scientific plan, such as is now- 
contemplated by the plan inaugu- 
rated by the Federal Reserve Board. 


The new system is of importance 


to every one who receives out-o- 
town checks or has out-of-town re- 
mittances 
to 
make. The 
reduced 


cost of check collections will be of 
great benefit, since the actual and 
proper cost of transfer of money be- 
tween ooints will be put upon a cosr 
basis. There will be less money tied 
up in the mails, and each commun- 
ity generally will probably benefit by 
the retention in the local banks

How Loans May be Obtained. 
The act specifically defines the pur- 


poses for which loans may be obtain- 
ed. These are: 


(a) To provide for the purchase of 


land for agricultural uses. 


(b) To pro-vide for the purchase of 


equipment, fertilizers, and live stock 
necessary for the proper and reason- 
able operation of the mortgaged 
farm; the term "'equipment'' to be 
defined by the Federal Farm Loan 
Board. 


(c) To provide buildings and for 


the improvement of farm lands: the 
term ''improvement'' to be defined by 
the Federal Farm Loan Board. 


(d) To liquidate indebtedness of 


the owner of the land mortgaged, ex- 
isting at the time of the organization 
of the first national farm loan asso- 
ciation established in or for ' tlie 
county in which the land mortgaged 
is situated, or indebtedness subse- 
quently incurred for one of the pur- 
poses mentioned in this section. 


Loans may be made only on first 


mortgages on farm land. 


Only those who own and cultivate 


tarm land or are about to own and 
cultivate such land are entitled to 
borrow. 


Xo one can borrow save for the 


purposes stated in the act. and those 
who after borrowing- do not use the 
money for the purposes specified in 
'the mortgage are liable to have their 
loans reduced or recalled. The

This 
will result in a general revision of 
the relations between the banks and 
that class of depositors whose ac- 
counts have been carried at an actual 
loss to the bank. These depositors 
will undoubtedly be asked either to 
keep their balances sufficiently larger 
to compensate the bank for the ser- 
vices rendered or to pay the bank a 
reasonable, though nominal, sum for 
such services, so that the bank will 
not be required to perform any 
ser- 


vice at a loss- 


Many bank depositors fail to real- 


ize the items of cost in banking. For 
instance.

from_two to three cts. to handle and

But France, like Germany and Aus- 
tria, is aoproaching. if she has not 
reached, that point where she can no 
longer send fresh men to the front 
TO replace losses and each casualty 
therefore diminishes the total of the 
men in the line. 


The Allies believe that the Ger- 


mans and Austrians are holding lines 
far too extended for their numbers. 
Lee did this at Richmond and lost his 
army. Napoleon did this in Eastern 
Germany in his last German cam- 
paign 
and " suffered 
defeat, which 


turned out to be fatal 
The allies 


believe that by steadj- concerted at- 
tacks upon all fronts thej- will pres- 
ently wear the Germans and Austri- 
ans down to the point where they 
must shorten their lines or court dis- 
aster.' But to shorten the lines^ is to 
confess defeat. To evacuate France 
or Poland is to lose the war abso- 
lutely, because these are the prizes 
Germany holds against her lost colo- 
nies and ocean commerce.—Review 
of Reviews. 


- Russia's Strength in 
Men. 


Russia has between 9.000,000 and 


10,000.000 perfectly trained and armed 
men available for the front, and 
every year 1.500,000 boys become_ of 
military age and are eager to join 
the army, declared Dr. E. S. Dickey 
of Pittsburgh, who has returned 
from the European war. a colonel of 
the Russian army Medical Corps and 
a veteran of the Caucasus campaign, 
-finch the Grand Duke Nicholas, un- 
cle of the Czar, commanded. 
Dr. 


Dickey formerly was on the staff of 
the South Side Hospital, and was a 
private practitioner 
in Pittsburgh 


many years. He left in November, 
1915, and joined the Russian army in 
the Caucasus, where he was assign- 
ed to take charge of a base hospital- 


Dr. Dickey said there were 750,000 


men in the army of the Caucasus and 
.4,000.000 on the 
Russian 
western 


front. Russia can lose every man 
now in action and immediately du- 
plicate its forces from the mobiliza- 
tion camps. 


Inspired by the ideal of granting 


to the great masses of people of 
"broader political rights, the Russian 
troops to-day are fighting with a pa- 
triotic spirit unknown to the "world, 
Dr. Dickey said. 
The nobles have 


awakened, the returned colonel de- 
clared, and the people likely will be 
given at the end of the war a greater 
freedom than they would ask for. 


When the war began only one-half 


of the Russian troops could be arm- 
ed. Soldiers went into battle with 
the instructions to wait until a com-

falling within the St. Louis district. 
The quaint humor that enlivened so 
many" of the future president's pub- 
lic utterances was not absent from 
his reports to the mercantile agency. 


"The archues of the St. Louis /of- 


fice still contain records showing 
many reports written by Mr. Lincoln 
on some of the oldest and largest 
concerns in the state of Illinois dur- 
ing those earl}- "days. Nor was he 
the only correspondent who subse- 
auently achieved fame in profession- 
al or public life 
Many of the offices 


have on their rolls of correspondents 
the names of judges in the highest 
courts of their respective states and 
in the courts of the United States: 
v hile scores of the correspondents 
of the various offices have since be- 
come governors, members of 
the 


United States Senate and House of 
Representatives, and of State Legis-

CongrtM Directs Interstate Commerce 


Commivtion to Investigate Subject. 
Washington.—Tbe annual Post Of- 


fice appropriation bill recently passed 
by Congress contains a clause directing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to take up for investigation, report and 
the fixing of rates tbe system of pay- 
ment to tbe railroads for carrying mail. 
The Commission is authorized to test 
the relative merits of payment by 
weight and by space. 


The railroads have long contended 


that they were underpaid for this serv- 
ice and that they were losing millions 
of dollars a year under the system of 
payment now in effect. 
It was felt 


that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, on account of the information 
at its command regarding all pbases 
of railroad operation, is in tbe best po- 
sition to determine tbe merits of tbe 
case.

Reduce Cost of Plowing. 


- The latest types of traction and 
motor farm implements experiment- 
ed with under the direction of a rep- 
resentative of the Academy of Agri- 
culture of France reduced the cost 
of plowing land more than twenty- 
five per cent, in comparison with the 
best previous records. 


Two and a half acres were plowed 


in light soil with an outlay of ten 
gallons of gasoline in four hours; be- 
tween thirteen and fourteen gallons 
were required for the same work 
with the most efficient machines test- 
ed last fall. In heavy soil the differ- 
ence in favor of the new implements 
was about the same. 


The -wear of the machines tried 


was considerable on account of dif- 
ficulties of lubrication in flying dust, 
but the results were so favorable in 
comparison with ^ animal power that 
the verdict of the Academy of Agri- 
culture is favorable to motor im- 
plements and a general extension of 
their use is recomrnended. 


The greatest difficulty encountered 


is the scarcity of men to operate 
them, the rural population .being lit- 
tle used to machinery. The Acade- 
my proposes the 
organization 
of 


training schools for conductors of 
traction and motor implements at 
once, smce these machines must be 
relied upon to make up for the 
shortage in men and horses for fall 
seeding. 


York Spring* Eqtuty Case. 


In the equity case between M^ Mi- 


nerva Deardorft vs. George H. Tres- 
tle, both of York Springs, Mr. Tros- 
tle has filed his answer and a cross- 
bill in which he alleges that the 
plaintiff has not paid him. In full the 
obligations of George Trimmer but 
that the estate of the latter owes 
him a large sum and until It Is paid 
the real estate conveyed to him as 
security should not be re-conveyed 
to plaintiff. 


Railroad Managers 
Submit 


Plans to Avoid Great Strike, 


ARBITRATION IS 
OFFERED, 


Agree to Refer Demands of Men For 


More Pay to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or to Acc»pt Settlement 
Under Newlana's Act. 


New York.—The announcement that 


the strike vote which bas been in prog- 
tess among tbe train service employes 
of American railroads for tbe past sev- 
I 


eral weeks bas been completed, and 
that the final demands by tbe union 
leaders are soon to be presented to the 
railroad managers here, indicates that 
the public will soon know whether tbe 
controversy between tbe railroad work- 
ers and their employers is to be settled 
peaceably, or whether a nation-wide 
strike is to be Inflicted upon the coun- 
try. 


Thus far tbe leaders of tbe four 


unions—the Brotberbood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen, the 
Order of Railway Conductors and tbs 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen- 
have refused to consider any proposal 
Cor an arbitration of the questions in 
dispute, or for settlement of the con- 
troversy by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


Would Cost $100,000.000. 


The demands of the train service'rnen 


for an increase in wages, which, it is 
estimated, would cost the railroads of 
the country $100.000,000 a year, were 
originally presented last March. 
At 


that time the representatives of the 
unions asked for a conference with a 
committee of railroad managers repre- 
senting tbe various railroad lines of 
Lhe country. 


This conference began here in New 


Tork on June 1st, and continued for 
two weeks. The railroads were repre- 
sented by a committee of nineteen 
managers, and the brotherhoods by the 
heads of their various national and lo- 
?al organizations—some eight hundred 
men in alL 


Choice of Methods Offered. 


The conference failed to reach a deci- 


sion owing to the refusal of the "union 
leaders to consider any modification of 
then* demands, or any proposal for ar- 
bitration. At the conclusion of the 
meetings the railroad managers sub- 
mitted a proposal to refer the -whole 
question to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, or to arbitration under the 
provision of the federal statute cover- 
tog this matter. 


The alternative suggestions -which 


they advanced for adjusting the con- 
troversy were SM followg:

sary to enable the Commission to con- 
sider and promptly dispose of the- 
questions involved; or 


"2. By arbitration In accordance with 


the provisions of tbe Federal law, enti- 
tled, "An Act Providing for Mediation, 
Conciliation and Arbitration in Contro- 
versies between Certain Employers anrl 
their Employees," approved July 15, 
1913, and commonly known as the 
Newlands Act." 


Unions Refuse Offer. 


The union leaders declined to con- 


sider the suggestion of tbe railroad 
managers, and announced that they 
would seek a vote of the members of 
tbe unions asking that they be given 
authority to declare a strike on all the 
railroad lines of tbe country- This 
strike vote bas been in progress for tbe 
past six weeks, and, according to re- 
ports which have been received here 
from time to time, will result in giving 
tbe four union leaders tbe authority 
which they asked for to halt every 
railroad train from one end of the 
country to the other. 


Meanwhile a resolution has been in- 


troduced into Congress at tbe request 
of tbe Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States directing tbe Interstate 
Commerce /Commission to "investigate 
tbe whole question of railway wagea 
and their relation to railway earnings. 
Tbe commercial interests, tbe newspa- 
pers, and public men of tbe nation 
have gone on record as demanding that 
the dispute be settled peaceably. 


What the Public Pays. 


Out of every dollar the public pays 


the railroads for transportaion the rail- 
road employes receive 44 cents. The 
traveler who spends $100 a year for his 
tickets is paying $44 for railroad labor. 
The merchant 
whose freight bills 


amount to Sl.OOO contributes $440 ta 
the railroad payroll. The merchant 
gets the money from his customers In 
the prices he charges for his wares. 
The public pays every dollar of th* 
railroad bill.

FOR PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 


'Members of United States Chamber of 


Commerce Vote Overwhelmingly In 
Favor of Letting Interstate Commerce 
Commission Adjust Controversy. 


Washington.—In order to ascertain 


the position of the business men o' 
the nation on the controversy between 
the railroads of the country and the 
smions of train service employes, which 
•sras precipitated by the demand of the 
latter for an increase in washes that 
would amount to 5100,000,000 a year, 
-the United States Chamber of Com 
-'tnerce recently submitted the mat 
ter to a vote of all its members. The? 
•were asked to express their opinion a? 
to whether the dispute should be al 
lowed to take its course with the pos- 
-sibility of a great strike that would 
'tie up all the transportation lines 
throughout the country and paralyze 
•all business, or whether they would 
Savor the adoption to a joint resolu 
tion by the two branches of congress 
•directing the Interstate 
Commerce 


•Commission to investigate and pas? 
Tapon the matter. 


The vote received was a very large 


<one and represented business organ 
Szations in every part of the coun- 
try. 
The result was overwhelmingly 


'in favor of placing the matter in the 
Tiands of the Interstate Commerce 
'Commission. 984% votes being cast in 
favor of this course and only 2Syi 
••against it. The result showed clearly 
that the business interests of the 
'country are unalterably against per- 
mitting the transportation lines to be 
tied op by a national railroad strike 
t£ts.t would paralyze the commerce ol 
x&e country and inflict enormous losses 
•on ail classes of citizens. 


Chairman Wheeler of the Commit 


tee in charge of the matter foi 
the 
Chamber of Commerce appear 


-ed before the representatives of the 
-railroads and their employes at theii 
conference in Xew York in June. He 
•-announced the result of the 
Com- 


•mittee's inquiry among the business 
men of the country and urged both 
•parties to the dispute to get together 
:and adopt the course suggested. As a 
result the committee of managers rep- 
resenting the railroads submitted a 
proposal that the whole subject be 
pla'ced before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as requested by the repre- 
sentatives of the business interests. 
-As an alternative they offered to sub- 
~mlt the demands to arbitration under 
"the Federal law. 
Both offers were 


-refused by the union leaders, who an- 
'•nounced that they would go back to 
itheir unions and get authority to de- 
clare a strike- This they have since 
been doing. 


Meanwhile a resolution has been in- 


troduced in Congress directing the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
nnake an investigation of railroad 
"avages. This resolution is now await- 
-ing action. It is believed here that If 
-nptbing further is done by. Congress or

LONG HOURS A RARITY. 


Only One* In Fiv« Year* Do«« Avtrag* 


Trainman Exceed Legal Limit. 


That IOIIK hours in train service have 


boon reduced to a minimum Is shown 
by a report Issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
CUjly one em 


ployc in five on the average last year 
was compelled to remain on duty more 
than sixteen hours during any one day 
lu the whole year. Stated In another 
way, 
the chance of an englueman or 


trainman remaining on duty beyond 
this prescribed limit was reduced to 
once lu five years. 
' The total number of cases of excess 
service from all causes reported to the 
commission was only 61.247 during the 
year ending June 30, 1915, as com- 
pared with 137,439 in 1914 and 270,827 
In 1913, and with rare exceptions these 
represented cases recognized as due to 
unavoidable causes. 


Statistics on this subject are collected 


by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under the national hours-of-service 
law. 
Every time a train is so de- 


layed by a blizzard, washout or oth- 
er" cause that any part of the train 
crew is on duty longer than sixteen 
hours the railroad company must re- 
port the occurrence to the commission, 
giving the names of the individual em- 
ployes concerned, and. a full statement 
of the cause for the excess service. 


For several years the lailroads and 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
hare been co-operating in efforts to 
prevent the keeping of employes on 
duty for long periods. The reduction 
of nearly SO per cent, in sucb case? 
which has been brought about in three 
years shows that the working of men 
for long stretches of continuous service 
has practically disappeaied except iii 
rare cases of unavoidable delay. 


JAPANESE STAGE CUSTOMS. 


Actors and the Flower Path From the 


Green Room Entrance. 


The profession of an actor hi Japan 


Is not considered a high one, says Mr. 
M. C. Marcus, the author of a work 
on the Japanese stage, and on the 
average they are not well paid. Still, 
there are exceptions. ''Whea a play Is 
staged It runs at least for twenty- 
three consecutive days. 
For such a 


term a first class man would earn 
about $1,200, and his annual income 
may he estimated at $7,500. But it 
must not be forgotten that out of this 
sum he must provide his own cos 
tumes, which are very expensive. 


"The curtain does -not rise, but is 


polled sideways, and one can easily 
see the attendants who are intrusted 
•with this woik. The orchestra is hid- 
den behind the scenery, while in a sort 
of proscenium box the reciter sits con- 
cealed behind a curtain of thin bam- 
boo. 
There is no applause by clapping 


hands, as in our theaters, but the pub- 
lic stimulates the actors by exclama- 
tions in a way that may be compared 
to the encouraging and cheering of the 
dancers in Spam. 


"From the greenroom a bridge leads 


to the platform. This bridge is called 
Flowerpatii. The greenroom is closed 
by a drapery, which the actors of small 
parts must lift for themselves.

-DEMANDS OF R. R. TRAINMEN. 


Wage Increase of $100,000,000 a Year 


Would Have to Be Borne by Public. 
Tise train service employes of all 


railroad lines in the United States have 
imited in a demand for a new basis of 
pay for all men engaged in operating 
trains, except those in passenger serv- 
ice. At the present time" they are paid 
on the basis of ten hours of time or 
100 miles of distance, whichever gives 
them the higher pay; and every man 
receives a full day's pay, no matter 
hovr short a time be works. 


The trainmen now demand that, in 


-all out passenger service. (1) the pres- 
•ent ten hours pay shall be given for 
•eight hours, or less, with a guarantee 
-o* * fail day's pay, no matter how lit- 
-Qe service is performed; (2) overtime 
-to begin after eigbt bours, instead o' 
after ten hours, acd to be paid, for at 
one sncl one-half times the hourly rate. 


These demands would increase the 


aourfy-rate of pay 25 per cent, and the 
overtime rate S7H per cent 


They also insist that all special es:tra 


pay provisions in the 10-hour schedules 
sail! be Included in the proposed 
•S-hoTir schedule. 


"These spedal rules frequently give 


pay for the same service, and 
the employes to earn two and 


tirrce days" pay in a single day of 
ordinary -working hours. 


Jn. tie Increase for all the lines is es- 


timated to amount to -$100,000,000 a 
year toe railroads say that they cannot 
pay It unless they are allowed to in- 
crease freisbt and passenger rates. 


Tfee average wages of the men en- 


in train service are already very 
higher than those of other em- 


ployees and they receive 23 per cent of 
•the total payroll although constituting 
oaly 18 per cent of the whole number 
*«£ railroad workers.

As a result of the demands for more 


wages which the train service employes 
of the railroads have been pressing upon 
the transportation lines, the country is 
face to face with the possibility of the 
greatest stiike and ihe most serious 
industrial catastrophe in its history 
The engineers, conductors, firemen and 
brakemen on practically all the rail- 
road lines have voted to piace their 
entire interests in charge of a tew 
leaders within their organizations, and 
to give these leaders authority to call 
a strike if they wish to do so. 


What such a strike would mean to 


the American people cannot be set 
forth in mere facts and figures- It can 
be dimly imagined by those who real- 
ize what an intimate and vital part 
transportation plays in every industrial 
activity of the country. 


Cities Would Face Starvation. 


There is scarcely a person in any 


part of the land who would not be im- 
mediately affected if the millions of 
busily turning -wheels on our nearly 
three hundred thousand miles of rail- 
way were to stop for a single day. If 
the tie-up continued for a week, the 
blow to the industry of the country 
would be greater than that caused by 
any panic of recent history. To the 
big cities of the country, and particu- 
larly to the cities of the eastern sea- 
board, it would mean a cutting off of 
food supplies that would place the in- 
habitants virtually in a state of siege. 


In the case of many food products 


these cities do not carry on hand a 
stock sufficient to feed- their people for 
more than a week, and in* the case of 
some, such as • milk" 'and fresh* Vege- 
tables, supplies are replenished daily. 
The stoppage of transportation, there- 
fore, would mean suffering and want 
to these city dwellers, and if continued 
for long would threaten many of them 
with actual starvation. 


Vast Loss to Farmers. 


To the farmers of the country a gen- 


eral railroad strike would be a catas- 
trophe, only less serious. Cut off from 
his market, the farmer could not move 
his produce, and the price of grain and 
other staples would be quickly cut in 
two, -while the market value of more 
perishable articles would disappear en- 
tirely. The strike would make it ex- 
tremely difficult to harvest crops in 
many sections. It would make the dis- 
posal of the crops impossible, and 
would inflict losses amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars upon the 
farmers of the countrr. 


The great industrial plants of the 


country would soon be forced to close 
down following the declaration of a- 
strike because they could not obtain 
supplies needed for their operation, nor 
could they ship their finished products 
to market. Their plants would soon 
be idle, and millions of men would be 
thrown out of work. 


With 
the income 
of practically 


every class of citizens either seri- 
ously cut down or suspended entire- 
ly, merchants would tr^g^act little 
business, because tbe~e w^uld be few 
purchasers. In short, the industrial 
activities of the whole country would 
be -virtually palsied from the moment 
the railroads ceased to operate. Tie 
injury to the railway companies and to 
the striking employes would be enor- 
mous, but it would be infinitesimal 
compared with the staggering loss that 
would fall upon the general public-
